Liberal premiums for exhibits at the 


Second Annual Potato show, a feature 
of the potato week observance in Por- 
tage county October 24 to 29. are of- 
fered in the premium list to be sent 
out next week. 


Farmers or members of their fami- 


lies will get best results by selecting 
show samples in the field during dig- 
ging time, wrapping specimens in pa- 
per and cleaning with soft brush Just 
before showing. 
Show samples con- 


sist of 20 tubers this year, instead of 
25 as required last year. 


County Agent W. W. Clark and lead- 


ing growers are working hard this 
week to insure enough show samples 
to make a good showing at the state 
potato show, to be held in Milwaukee. 
At least eight bushels of nearly per- 
fect potatoes are required for a coun- 
ty exhibit. Growers who have good 
stock and have not been visited per- 
sonally as yet are requested to hold 
>at least ,one bushel^ sample .lor in- 
spection by the committee.

Changes made in the rules govern' 


ing the potato queen contest, which 
will again be conducted, are expected 
to arouse interest in every part of the 
county. Changes in the voting system 
will allow everyone to cast one or 
more ballots, regardless of where they 
live and without personally visiting 
the potato show.

but one vote and that had to be cast 
at the show in Stevens Point. This 
year each person may cast as many 
votes as desired and each village in 
the county will have a polling place.

millionaire pavs taxes in the same 
rat^o ns be did 10 years ago.' 


"Let ns take a concrete example. 


On on* side of a street there Is a 
man who owns a home assessed at 
$3.000. On the other side there is * 
man worth $100.000 in bonds and *»- 
turitie* on which there is no tax. He 
pays an income tax on an income of 
$€,000, figuring hi* income at ft p*r 
cent <»n $100.000. 
If the man who 


own* the home has it mortgaged for 
half its worth or $1,500. he pay* in 
the aggregate four times as much 
tax as his neighbor across the way. 
The man worth $100.440 nays an in- 
come tax of W7.80 in Wisconsin, if 
h* r*vs on every do'lar.

home near the mill with a strange 
malady known as 
purpum, 
which 


medical science knows little about. 
The case is the first of its kind in 
Stevens Point and perhaps in central 
Wisconsin. 


Afflicted a month ago, Mrs. Hop- 


kins has grown steadily worse and 
despite consultation of local and out- 
side physicians and treatments pre- 
scribed by them, the patient appears 
to be growing worse. 


The disease appears In the form of 


hemorrhages, and in the case of Mrs. 
Hopkins was first noticed by the ap- 
pearance of black and blue spots on 
lier arms and body, caused by bleed- 
ing into the tissues.

Building Committee to Take 


Up Work of Addition 


to High School 


The board of education made prelim- 


inary plans on Monday evening for 
the new east wing to the High school 
building. 


Acting on authority vested in that 


body by the common council, it pry- 
pared to engage an architect to have 
plans drawn by empowering President 
L. P. Pasternacki to appoint a build- 
ing committee. The committee is to 
consist of five members, including the 
president and the city superintendent. 
It will work in conjunction with a 
committee of the common council. 


Dr. Pasternacki withheld appoint- 


ment of the three other member^ on 
the building committee for two days, 
inviting- suggestions from all members 
of the board as to who should be nam- 
ed. 


To Rearrange Grades 


A partial solution to the problem 


of crowded conditions in the grades 
was brought about when the board 
accepted recommendations of Super- 
intendent Snyder. 
Mr. Snyder pro- 


posed that the sewing and cooking de- 
partments in the Lincoln school be 
consolidated and the room provided 
by this change used to house a sec- 
ond grade, to be made of pupils frotn 
the Lincoln, Washington and Jeffer- 
son schools. At the present time there 
is a combined first and second grade 
In the Lincoln building and the change 
will also relieve the first grade there. 
This plan was endorsed by the board. 
It will relieve in part the crowded 
conditions existing this year. Sev- 
enth grades are still badly crowded, 
the superintendent said, but will prob- 
ably have to continue this way until 
'next year. 
The- new second grade 


class will make it unnecessary to use 
the Church of Christ on Ellis street, 
which was considered as a school 
annex. 


Bun-acts Completed 


The sunerintendent reported 
that 


the barracks on the High school cam- 
Tins were completed and heat to the 
building now being ' supplied. 
Some 


of the school equipment still remains 
to be Installed. 
A bill for $2,127.20 


was allowed at 
Monday evening's 


meeting. This is for the\cost of the 
building, which was $330 more than 
the contractor's bid, as the result of 
changes renufred by the state. In 
Installing the heating system and pnr- 
chcsing equipment for the barracks, 
the board Purchased all material with 
a view toward using it at a later tinie 
in the east wing to the High" school. 
The barracks were inspected by board 
members after the meeting adjourned.

A request from Miss Anne Dunegan 


that the board empower her to rent 
a pirno for her kindergarten work was 
granted by the board, which made a 
provision that the rental does not es> 
ceed $3.50 per month. This kinder- 
garten, located in the Lincoln school, 
is the only kindergarten in the city 
which has been without the use of 
a piano.

Superintendent Snyder reported the

700 nponle. This is the largest in the 
citv's history.

Born in 1833

When 
a young man of 21 Mr. Carpenter left 
Ills home and came.west, spending the 
first winter in a lumber crimp near 
Minneapolis, After that winter there 
he came to Wisconsin and worked as a 
lumber man about this section of the 
state.
